Careless Drivers May Lose Their 


Licenses Under 


New Legislation 


Unless Driver is Insured Ajgainst Liability for Damages in an Auto- 


mobile Accident or Otherwise 


Financially Responsible He or She 


Will be Debarred from Using the Highwayg Under New Legislation 


Alberta motorists will have to be 
particularly careful in future that 
negligence cannot be attributed - to 
them with respect to any accident 
in which they may be involved. 

Most important provision in the 
new amendments to the Vehicles 
and Highway Traffic Act provides 
that the driving license of any mot- 
orist will be cancelled if he or she 
canno tpay a judgment awarded the 
winner of a law suit who proves 
negligence on the part of the de- 
fendant. 

This meang that unless the motor- 
ist found negligent has adequate 
financial resources to meet the 
judgment or is covered by public 
liability insurance he or she will be 


‘debarred from driying motor ve- 


hicles on the public highways al- 
together until the judgment is paid, 

The measure is a protection for 
the careful driver who, through no 
fault of his own becomeg involved 
in a collision with another car. Too 
often he has found that a judgment 
obtained in the courts is valueless 
because the negligent driver ig not 
in a financially responsible situation. 


The new amendment containing 


‘this important measure ig as fol- 


lows: 


“The minister shall suspend the 
license of a driver and the regis- 
tration of every motor vehicle re- 
name of a person 
who fails to saisfy a judgment 
rendered against him by any court 
in Alberta or in any other province 
in Canada, which hag become final 
ty rmation on appeal orr by ex- 

piry without appeal, for damages on 
account of injury to, or death of ony 
person, or on account ry"  gemases 10 
property in excess of $1,000 oceasion- 
ed by a motor sahictey whieh

tion be permitted to be made by any 
person so liable until such judgment 
is satisfied or igs discharged (other- 


wise than by a discharge in bank- 
ruptcy) to the extent of at least 
$5,000 (exclusive of interest and 


costs) for injury to or death of any 
One person, and, subject to that 
limit for each person so injured or 
killed, to the extent of at least 
$10,000 (exclusive of interest and 
costs) for bodily injury or death of 
two or more persons in any one acci- | 
dent, and to the extent of at least 
$1,000 (exclusive of interest and 
costs) for damage to property of 
otherg not being properly carried in 
the motor vehicle which occasioned 
the accident resulting from any one 
accident, and until such person gives 
proof of financial responsibility.’’ | 

Other important provisions are as 
follows: 

(1) Every person driving a motor 
vehicle with the consent of the! 
owner shall be deemed to be the 
agent or servant of the owner, but 
shall not be relieved from the lia- 
bility for damages. 

(2) Any insurer who has 


issued 
a motor vehicle liability policy shall 
file a certificate with the minister. 

(3) The minister shal lsuspend a 
driver’s license when the driver has 
been found guilty by any court of 
driving recklessly or negligently, 
driving an auto in a race for a bet 
or wager, failing to return to the 
scene of an accident, or driving 
without a chauffeur’s license when 
required to do so. 

(4) The minister may require 
proof of financial. responsibility be- 
fore issue of the registration of a 
motor vehicle or diver's license to 
any person under the age of 21 years 
or over 55 years,

Cut worms, which eat 
through newly set out plants at the 
base of the stem, are poisoned by 
spreading sweetened bran mixed 
with Paris green or special mixtures 
about the plants. Where there are 
only a few plants to protect, provide 
them with paper collars. 
Stakes 

Among the flowers, stakes of var- 
ious heights are used for supporting 
clumps. of perennials, individual 
dahlias, and other tall things, for 
supporting climbing roses and also 
for adding real strength for those 
which confine 
small children and large dogs to 
concrete walks instead of allowing 
indiscriminate wandering over 
lawns and flower beds. Stakes also 
find a most useful place in the 
vegetable garden. They carry nett- 
ings and strings for peas, and sup- 
port for tomatoes and possibly cu- 
cumbers. Recently there has ap- 
peared on the market a nobbed steel 
stake which has all the advantages 
of wood ,as the nobs prevent the 


strings slipping down, while it is 


easier to drive and will last in- 
definitely. Being almost half an 
inch in diameter, i€ igs absolutely 
rigid, and it comes already painted. 
Perennials From Seed 


The most economical way to get 


a perennial bed established is to 
plant the seed. Early June is the 
best time to get started. One is well 
advised to start most perennials in 
a special nursery bed, except, per- 
haps such things as Oriental poppies 
which are rather difficult to trans- 
plant and should be sown where 
wanted permanently. 
from a reliable firm. With peren- 
nials more than other flowers, seed 
is very important, as there is liable 
to be a good deal of mixing and old 
seed with most of the flowers is ab- 
solutely no good. Prepare a fine 
bed in some portion of the garden 
where there is good drainage and 
preferably a little shade in 

middie of the day. The seed

WOMEN 
Unlike the woman of past genera- 
tions, women today do not allow 
themselves to grow old. There is 


inuch t obe commended in the man- 
ner in which the present-day woman 
remaing young in spirit, in her ac- 
tions, and in her dress. Most women 
are, therefore, young women, but in 
this article we will consider only 
those who are young in years. 

Throughout life there are certain 
periods during which susceptibility 
to various diseases is greatest. Thus 
it happens that diseases which are 
peculiar to the first ten years of life 
are not, as a general rule, common 
in the later decades. The probab- 
ility of an aged person's dying of 
measles or of a young infant's suc- 
cumbing to hardening of the arteries 
is exceedingly remote. 

Although tuberculosis finds its 
victims in every age from infancy to 
the close of life, nevertheless it ex- 
act, its greatest toil at certain ages. 
For females, this period is between 
the ages of fifteen and twenty-six.
